bank or any bank: or trust company

District or Columbia, would bo author- 
ized to loan to any veteran upon his 
promissory note, secured by bis ad- 
Justed service certificate, any amaunt 
not in excess of 50 per cent of tho to- 
tal of adjusted service credit, plus in- 
terest thereon from the date of th.» 
certificate to the -date or tho loan, at 
the rate of 414 per cent a year. 


'Should the veteran fall to pay the 


principal and. Interest of the loan 
within six months attar its maturity, 
the government would pay. to the bank 
the amount of such principal and In- 
terest and take over tho certificate.
